LONDON, May 28.—English public men regard 
the political situation tn Path as very grave. 
The evident determination of President Grevy 
to depose Gen, Boulanger from his post 
as Minister of War is feared here to be the oc- 
casion for the development of a revolu- 
tionary mob in Paris for protesting 
against the downfall ot their military hero. 
The continuance of the latter in power is re- 
garded by all moderaté men as a constant 
menace. The passionate attack of La Lan- 
terne upon the Senate for its declaration 
against Gen. Boulanger ie regarded hers as a 
direct incentive to an uprising. This article 
says: 

Thus the Senate interferes in questions 
over which it has no authority. It dictates its 
conditions and it imposes its will, not only 


on the Chambers but also on the 
country. Behind this more than daring 


usurpation is the threat of dissolution and 
of a coup d’etat. Twenty-five ambitions 
Senators, repudiated by the country, are 
pursuing for their Own personal profit 
this most formidable adventure, de- 
spite its cynicism and audacity, and 
above all its temerity. Let them 
take care. Tne Chamber of Deputies, 
where the Ferry gang has been condemned 
by the greater part of its old members, is 
to-day convinced of the unworthiness of its 
chief. The Chamber is not weak enough 
to permit this to be done. The country will 
not support this infringement of its sovereign- 
ty. Let the Senate and President beware of 
the danger which they are incurring in the 
conduct of their present intrigue.’’ 

The articie closes. w h a declaration that 
those who sow wind” feap the tune whirl- 
wind, those who employ revolutionary 
means unchain revolution; let them take 
care. This same paper also calls at- 
tention to the fact that the 
President, without consulting Gen. Boulanger, 
has placed the command of the troops in Paris 
in the hands of Gen. Saussier, fearing trouble 
upon the nighton which he announces his 
formation of a Cabinet whence Gen. Boulanger 
will be excluded.

The Cabinet is composed, the correspondent 
of Moderate Republicans, and 
‘the Union of the Left, and 
the operation will be a trial of 
reaction against radicalism, militarism 
and socialism.

ENGLAND'S WEAKNESS. 


Dilke On the Present Position and Strength 
of the European Powers. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 28.—Dilke concludes his series 
on the present position and strength of the 
European powers in the Fortnightly Review 
with an article on the United Kingdom. In 
this, for the first time, Dilke practically signs 
the series by alluding to himself as the 
author of Greater Britain. Dilke does not 
believe in a war between England and France 
on account of Egypt, but regards a war be- 
tween this country and Russ’ as likely to be 
long postponed, chiefly because Russia 
will be unable to attack our Asiatic 
empire for some years to come, The 
vagaries of our foreign policy are severely 
handled, though committed in the past to the 
defense of Constantinople and Belgium. Both 
must be given up, but the weight of the article 
is devoted to a demonstration of our alarming 
weakness, both by land and by sea. 
‘‘The highest foreign scientific military opin- 
ion informs us that the great war in which 
England is likely to be engaged will not end 
without an attempt at the invasion 
of this country. The fleet can not 
be certain of being able to prevent 
an invasion, while it is useless to land in Ire- 
land or Scotland, or n North England. It is 
a possible operation, but one which would un- 
doubtedly be attempted would beto land in 
South England suddenly, and dy surprise to 
march on to London.’’

TENANTS TRIUMPH, 


The Anti-Tithe Movement in Wales Leads 
to a Riot. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 28.—[Copyright, 1887.]—The 
anti-tithe movement in Wales led toa riot 
yesterday. The parish of Melford Mont was 
astir as early as6o0’clock in the morning in 
anticipation of auction sales on six farms dis- 
trained upon by the representatives of the 
Dean and Capter of Christ Church of Oxford. 
The bailiffs were out all night in pursuit 
of the distrained cattle, many of which were 
on the hillsides. A posse of 110 policemen 
from the Flintshire and Montgomery 
forces of constabulary assembled at 
Welshpool Thursday night, and detachments 
of police were sent over the hills into the 
Melford Valley after dusk, and pa- 
trolled the distyrbed districts all night. 
At 8 o’clock yesterday, morning the entire 
force of police arrived in Tenbrakes, at Lower 
Hul, occupied by Edward Jones. They were 
received with deafening cries by large crowds 
of farmers and women. After the noise had 
somewhat subsided, the agent and the chief 
constable held an interview with the 
farmer, who stated that the. cattle had 
been sold by private treaty. After a pro- 
longed altercation the farmer agreed to pay 
the tithe in full, less costs, whereupon his 
stock was returned to him. 


THE CROWD SINGING HYMNS. 
While the dispute was being arranged the 
crowd sang several Welsh hymns. The con- 
stabulary were then marshaled tothe next 
farm amid the loud hooting of the throng. 
Traps and breaks loaded with the visitors 
from adjoining districts, were streaming into 
the valley all morning, and at II o’clock it was 
estimated that at least 15,000 people 
were on the scene. The police subsequently 
made their way to Lower Hill, the resi- 
dence and farm of Mr. Richards. Here a fresh 
crowd had collected. Asthe police came up 
the mob fell on them with sticks and a scene 
of wild disorder ensued, Mr. Richards was 
knocked down by the police, and another 
farmer was torn from his horse. Shortly after- 
wards order was restored, and several ad- 
dresses were delivered by members of the 
Anti-tithe League. Farmers stoutly resisted 
the tithe unless a remission of 10 per 
cent was conceded. This was refused. Finally 
the constables were marshaled back to their 
conveyances amid a great uproar and 
immediately withdrew from the district. 
Early yesterday morning the bailiffs of the 
ecclesiastical commissioners proceeded to 
Llagwn, near Corwen, to effect forced sales, 
but were met by a great concourse of people 
armed with sticks. The bailiffand his clerks 
were informed that they would not be allowed 
to do anything. The auctioneer sustained se- 
vere injuries and his two horses were so much 
injured that they had to beshot. His coat 
and those of his associates were torn 
off their backs, and all were marched 
to Corwen, the procession being headed 
by men bearing red and biack flags. Before 
| entering the city the auctioneer had to take an 
oath that he would never tronble them again. 
At Corwen three hotels were declared boy- 
cotted. 2

A MINE HORROR. 


Nearly Two Hundred Men Entombed Alive 
by an Explosion. | 

GLasdow, May 28.—A terrible explosion has 

occurred in the Udston coal pit at Blantyre, 

a village in Lanarkshire, eight miles from 

this city. Two hundred and twenty miners 

are entombed in the pit, and itis feared that 

all have perished. The shaftis blocked with 

debris caused by the explosion. 

THE UDSTON DISASTER. 

Farther particulars of the exploaion in the 


less than at first report- 
ed. Forty-five miners who were impris- 
onod in the upper seam of the pit 
were rescued, butone of them died after be- 
ing brought to the surface. The others are 
suffering, however, from the effect of the 
shock and firedamp. Access to lowest seam, - 
where seventy men are confined, is found to 
be blocked by the debris tumbled down by the 
explosion. It was in this seam that the explo- 
sion occurred, and itis not believed that any 
of the seventy men down there can be rescued 
alive. It is even thought that they are all 
dead now. There are seventy other men still 
imprisoned in the middle seam. Hopes 
are entertained of saving most of these. The 
volunteers working for their rescue can hear 
them calling for help. Ories of Come! 
‘*Help!’’ Come quickly!’’ have been heard 
frequently and they have impelled the rescu- 
ers to the most frantic exertions to 
save them. The Udston pit is 
situated in the most fiery of the 
coal districts of Scotland. As soon as the 
fact of the explosion became known miners 
from all the neighboring collieries hurried to 
the scene to help in the work of rescue. 
The pit-head has been surrounded ever since 
the disaster by a large crowd of weeping 
women and children. Five dead bodies have 
been already taken out of the mine,

THE TROUBLE AROSE 

over a question of service of summons on Miss 
Macklin. The members of the Macklin 
family had been seated in Judge 
Barclay’s court-room during the morning 
awaiting a hearing in the case of Macklin 
against Allenberg and Sanderson, an eject- 
ment dispute, and a deputy-sheriff was direct- 
ed by Mr. Garesche Sr., to obtain service ofa 
writ on Miss Macklin, who was required asa 
witness in asuit instituted by Mr. Garesche 
for recovery of his fee for services rendered in 
the Muacklin-Kincaly litigation. Prior to 
the arrival of the deputy upon the scene W. 
P. Macklin had some warm words in the 
lobby and attempted to strike a young 
man who was endenvoring to serve a 
notice fur a real estate firm upon 
Miss Macklin in connection with the suit be- 
fore Judge Barclay.

Macklin exchanged some very warm words 
and it resulted inthe young member of the 
oy aye applying a very offensive epithet 
to Mr. Garesche, Sr., at the same time striking 
him in the face. 

MR. GARESCHE STRUCK BACK 
and young Macklin made a rapid descent by 
the long flight of steps in the north wing of the 
Court-house, closely followed by Mir. 
Garesche. By this time the scrim- 
mage had aroused the attention 
of Mr. Alex Garesche, Jr., who was sitting at 
his desk in Court-room No. and who rushed 
down -stairs to take in the situation. He found 
young Macklin on the curbstone, and after 
expressing his opinion of him for abusing his 
father, an old man,reached forward to empha- 
size his remarks witha kick and a blow, but 
Macklin ran to the north side of Chestnut 
street, and the Garesches, desiring to 
avoid a stene, returned to the second 
floor of the Court- house.

This morning, so the story goes, Mr. Fraley 
was approached by Mr. Golsan, who asked 
him if he was the owner of any of the stock 
of the Concepcion Mining Company.

Golsan outright the privilege of the 1,000 
shares for one-half the amount he had = in. 
This proposition was, according to Mr. Fraley, 
accepted by Mr. Golsan. Shortly after, 
Mr. Fraley, standing in a crowd of 
brokers, was approached by Mr. Golsan 
who stated that he understood the contract to 
contemplate the payment by Mr, Fraley of the 
balance due on the stock. Mr. Fraley denied 
this. Mr. Golsan insisted, whereupon Mr. 
Fraley remarked with some asperity: ‘‘You 
talk like a d—d fool.“

The Mayor said 
he thought that Chief Lindsay would reap- 
point him if he would apoloxize for his mis- 
conduct. Nolan called on the Chfef of the Fire 
Department and was reappointed, but as this 
was not approved bythe Mayor after it was 
reported, Nolan was again dismissed. 


The Appropriation Bill. 


Comptroller Campbell will complete his gen- 
eral appropriation bill on Tuesday. There is 
considerable probability that the Ways 


and Means Committees of the Assem- 
bl will butcher the bill. Among 
other things he will recommend the 
appropriation of $25,000 for repairs and alter- 
ations at the Poor-house. No such sum will 
go through the Council, where there is a great 
deal of feeling now on Poor- house legisiation. 
Another one of the Comptroller’s favored 
items is $56,000 for the increase of the Police 
Department. The Board of Police Commis- 
sionersask for 100 men, while Mayor Francis 
recommends that sixty be added to the present 
force. In the Assembly the feeling 
of the politicians is not friendly 
to the Police Department, and this item may 
encounter some opposition. Various other 
expenditures have been allowed for consum- 
ing the $3,518,000 of municipal rev- 
enue without making any allowances 
for carrying inte effect the ordinance 
for sprinkling the streets as yet. 
The Comptroller is not yet able to say whether 
the bill which will de presented to the Assem- 
bly will contain an estimate on this subject or 
not. His decision will not be reached before 
Tuesday.

The advantages of carrying on business 
on a corporate basis are readily summed 
up in the limited liability of the investors, 
the power and influence inherent in large 
combinations of capital, and freedom 
from the restraints of moral responsibil- 
ity or the control of a personal conscience. 
A mere creature of law, subject to no re- 
straint but the limited pecuniary liability 
which the law .imposes upon a fictitious 
person without a soul to save or a sentient 
body to suffer, yetin its sphere endowed 
with all the business rights of a natural 
person and often with privileges, powers 
and exemptions conferred upon no nat- 
ural person, it is not strange that the 
corporation is fast displacing the natural 
person in all the walks of business, ab- 
sorbing control of all the capital in the 
country, and incidentally the control of 
men and of ail public and private inter- 
ests. 

But all the dangers and evils attending 
this social] distortion are multiplied by a 
new device through which the corpora- 
tions at the same time evade their limited 
responsibilities and magnify their powers 
to an extent not dreamed ofin the dark- 
est days of feudalism and rapacious 
monopoly. Of the Standard Oil Trust, its 
President testified: It is not an incor- 
portion; it is not a copartnership. It 
‘‘was created by an instrument in writ- 
‘fing. It has no such existence as subjects 
eit to legal assault. It is as invisible as it 
eis powerful. We have an executi 
‘‘committee who are the trustees or cus- 
‘*todians of the stock of the various refin- 
‘‘ing companies in the trust. The stock 
‘‘represents property in the United States 
‘‘and small interests in other parts of the 
world.“ 

This intangible creation, a new, vague 
and amorphous body, neither a part - 
‘‘nership nor a corporation, dodging the 
**liabilities of the one and enjoying all 
„the privileges and none of the publicity 
„of the other,“ has achieved such mira- 
cles of money-making, of control over 
business, over Government, overrailroads 
and over the enforcement of the laws, 
that other ‘‘trusts’’ cast in the same mold 
are forming rapidly to make monopoly 
‘‘combines” not only fashionable but a 
sort of business necessity in every depart- 
ment of trade and industry. Railroad 
monopoly begat the Standard Oil Trust, 
and the Cotton Seed Oil Trust, and the 
success of the Eveners’ Association Trust 
at Chicago in extorting from the railroads 
a share in the profits of controlling the 
cattle trade has forced the cattle barons to 
go into a Cattle Trust for self-protection, 
and when the butchers will have followed 
suit what will protect the people? 

The unorganized masses of consumers 
and producers can protect themselves 
agaihst these “trusts’’ in but one way, 
and that is through laws which will utterly 
overthrow and prevent such giant 
growths. The primary object and justifi- 
cation of government is to protect the 
weak and prevent a powerful few from 
wronging the humble many. If we can- 
not bring the Standard Oil Trust into 
subjection to the law, how will we ever 
cope with a Railroad Trust“ organized 
to evade all the laws Congress may pass 
and to violate with impunity every State 


law that can be enacted?

Competition and 
fairness take the place of monopoly and 
discrimination. The people have a rea- 
sonable assurance that new railroad con- 
nections mean new openings for reason- 
able and profitable extensions of business, 
and the sentiment of indifference and 
even of hostility is changed under such 
influences to friendliness and to a desire 
to help the railroads in every reasonable 
and legitimate way.

SHERMAN’S BOOM. 


The Ohio Senator in the Field With a Well 
Equipped Bureau. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPaTCH. 

ALBANY, N. T., May 28.—A gentleman who 
bas recently returned from Ohio, where he 
had been in conference with the friends of 
Senator John Sherman, gives the Post-D1s- 
PATCH correspondent what appears to be a 
well-defined policy of Senator Sherman in the 
interest of his presidential aspirations. That 
Sherman is already in the fleld with a well- 


eguipped bureau, which will soon — 3 2 to 
show the fruits of its labors, there can be no 
question. 

„Senator Sherman, said the emissary, 
*‘when the proper time comes will show a 
strength and following in this State that will 
surprise Mr. Blaine and his friends more than 
they have any idea of. Sherman has friends 
4n Ohio well trained. He has the entirc Repub- 
lican machinery in his cuntrol, and there will 
not be courage enough upon the part of his 
enemies in Ohio to make anything like a form- 
idable opposition to his nomination. Sher- 
man will soon have his interests in New York 
so well guarded and protected that he 
cannot be deprived of the vote of 
this State in the Nationalconvention. Senator 
Sherman’s plan is to 8 New Tork 
through the influence of Levi P. Morton, who 
is the Senator’s choice for his associate on the 
ticket as Vice-President. Sherman’s friends 
in Ohio understand this, and all the work that 
is being done has been done with this object 
in view. Sherman will not willingly consent 
to have any other than Morton onthe ticket 
with him. Morton, too, is ambitious 
to contribute as much as possible 
to the successful downfall of Blaine 
in revenge for the part Blaine took in the 
ate Senatorial contest when Frank Hiscock 
Was elected over Morton. The recent visit of 
Murat Haistead and Deacon Richard Smith to 
New York was for the purpose of conferring 
with Mr. Morton relative to plans to carry on 
the campaign. The anti-Sherman element, 
which in 4884 was headed by F. F. Mack of 
Sandusky, has been whipped into line and he 
does not now oppose Sherman’s nomination.

IN THE ADIRONDACKS. 


ARRIVAL OF THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY 
AT THE PROSPECT HOUSE. 


No Ceremonious Reception Tendered Mr. 
and Mrs. Cleveland—Reporters Kept at 
a Distance—A Chilly Drive — Two Days 
of Uninterrupted Rain and Miserable 
Weather—Poor Fishing. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisParcn. . 
PROSPECT House, Urra Srracusz, N. T. 
May 28.—Yesterday broke here heavy and tear- 
ful, and a wild southern wind swooped from 
the hilis, wrinkled the waters and drew heavy 
sighs from the trees. The blue jays ceased 
from wrangling, the squirrei retired again to 
his thatch ang prepared for a second spell of 
winter; the trout dived into remote depths, 
and only the bull-frog remained.to enjoy the 
weather that ushered in the Presi- 
dent’s vacation. NO preparations of 
magnitude had been made except to guard 
the 10,000 acres surrounding the Prospect 
House from the expected incursion of observ- 
ing reporters. The cottage, or rather log 
cabin, a few rods from the hotel, was put in 
order Thursday. Flowers were disposed 
about the large bedrooms, and these simple 
arrangements were all. The President has 
expressed a desire to be treated during his 
stay without ceremony, and the only dis- 
tinction given him is that he livesin the block- 
house, and not at the hotel proper. There is 
just room enough for him and Col. Lamont in 
this primitive dwelling. The Prospect House 
commands a superb view of the Upper Saranac 
Lake, where it is isolated, The hotel and 
10,000 acres surrounding it are owned by five 
persons, of whom the chief, Dr. 8. Wadd of 
Albany, is expected to-day. It is a rambling, 
two-story structure,capable of accommodating 
seventy-five persons. The grounds are of 
nature’sown gardening, an unbroken forest 
of pine, spruce and baisam. Immediately in 
front lies Upper Saranac, about one-half of 
which is visible. The lake is about eight miles 
long, four in width, and is flanked by the 
slopes of the St. Regis mountain and its chain. 
NOT A SIGN OF CIVILIZATION 
is visible, except here and there where a 
‘*‘camp’’ peeps through the trees. It isin the 
heart ofthe wilderness, with mountain-like and 
changeful sky. At 3 p. m. the special car con- 
veying the President arrived at Paul Smith's 
Station, which is the terminus ofthe road. At 
Glenn’s Falls a buckboard was in waiting and 
the party was driven by Paul Smith himself. 
The President descended to the music of three 
uproarious cheers delivered by 100 woodmen 
and guides in waiting. Three more cheers 
greeted the appearance of Mrs. Cleveland; three 


more, some feeble, greeted Col. Lamont, and 
a few haift-hearted efforts welcomed Dr. 8- 
mand. The President wasstill in executive at- 
tire—frock coat, silk hat, dark trousers. Mrs. 
Cleveland appeared in a gray traveling dress, 
of asoft woolen fabric, a black waist and a 
sailor hat of straw. She carried two bouquets 
which had been given her en routs, and arms- 
ful of others were carried in her train and put 
on the buckboard. There as little delay at 
the station. The Presid nt ana Mrs. Cleveland 
at once mounted the buckboard and Col. and 
Mrs, Lamont and Dr. and Mrs. Rosmand took 
two other buckboards. From Paul Smith’s 
Station it is eight miles overcorduroy bridges, 
up hill and through a muddy country. It 
took the President's conveyance one hour and 
ten minutes toreachthe St. Regis Lake, and 
then he consented to rest himself half an 
hour before facing eighteen miles of per- 
. jolt, curving between St. Regis and the 

pper Saranac, There were but tour guests 
at Paul Smith’s Hotel, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland had ali the seclusion they could de- 
sire. A light luncheon had been prepared, 
and they remained half an hour to discuss it. 
At 5:10 they left St. Regis, and after

of two hours they reached Prospect House 
and after briefly greeting afew persons whom 
they knew, entered the log cabin and were 
hidden. The first blush of the President’s 
vacation was not pleasant. Fortwo days the 
rain has been almost uninterrupted; the air is 
chilly;the mosquitoes are out in force; the 
waters are high and there is little 282 
for excursions and still less for fishing for 
several days, unless the weather undergoes a 
thorough change. Two weeks ago a 
few trout were caught trolling, but 
these aristocrats of the lake are fastidi- 
ous and stay deeply at home. Three 
or possibly four days will elapse after the rain 
ceases before they will raise to a fly. Early 
yesterday morning the PoOsT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent trolled two hours in a drenched con- 
dition of- mind and body, and sueceeded in 
coaxing but one feeble- minded trout to rise. He 
did not ‘‘strike,’’ as the anglers say; he mere- 
ly closed his tips languidly on the fly and al- 
lowed himself to be reeled in without a strug- 
gle. The fins and freckles, the shapely body 
and the noble head of the trout were all there, 
but the soul, the dash, the flerce temper that 
endears him to the lovers of sport and has made 
him famous—these had been frozen out of him, 
and if he wasa fair specie of those destined 
for the Executive hook, the President could 
have fine fishing over in the pond near Wash- 
ington, catching eels. There is a wild debate 
among the guides here as to whether the 
President willtry fly-fishing, trolling or skit- 
tering witha worm. If he confines himself to 
to the fly, they say he will be lucky if he gets 
A DOZEN A DAY. 

Trolling witha minnow he is likely now and 
then to fasten to a laker which is a large and 
voracious cousin tothe brook trout. Sports- 
men who frequent Maine, where the true 
trout Is plentiful and large, despise the lakers 
but here they are looked upon as capital 
prizes, The brook trout proper, is fully 
represented in these lakes, and specimens 
weighing two pounds or even three are some- 
times captured, but rarely withthe fly. Fish- 
ing with the worm is the surest course to se- 
cure a ereelfull, say the guides, but the 
President has a piscatorial reputation to sus- 
tain and, according to the Koran of anglers, to 
snare a trout with crawlers is nothing short of 
blasphemy. Ah, but these woods and hilis, 
if the wind vey A consents to yush the gray 
curtains from the sky, and the sun again 
wakes the chorus of robin and thrush, 
linnet and lark, wren and jay, 
now shivering and silent! The paren? of 
these heights, with their dark tangle of 
various green, the tranquil loveliness of thi 
jewel water, the fragrance of air odorous wit 
the censers swung by a thousand trees.

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A Sensational Suit Against a Prominent 
Dentist of Syracuse, N. X.

SryracusE, N. T., May 28.—A decided sensa~ 
tion was caused here yesterday by the arrest 
ot Dr. G. L. Ourtiss, a prosperous young den- 
tist and church member. He had always passed 
as a single man in Syracuse. 
yesterday morning that he has been married 
for several years. This was made known 
through legal complaint in asuitfor separa- 
tion and maintenance begun by Curtiss’ unac- 
knowledged wife; who is known as Miss Alice 
Wilson of Oxford, Mass. Sheriff O’Neil took 
the acoused into custody. The parties to the 
action met frst in August, 1884, at Old Orchard 
Beach, on the coast of Maine. Their 
‘friendship soon developed into undue 
intimacy. There had been a promise of 
marriage, it is claimed, and Curtiss, 
when the fact of Miss Wilson’s condition had 
become known, was asked to make good his 
engagement. This he agreed todo, and on 
June 17, 1884, the parties met at Albany where 
they were married bya Baptist clergyman. 
They made a trip to the Catskill Mountains, 
and afterward they lived togetherin various 
places, but the fact ofthe marriage was not 
made public, Curtiss insisting that this should 
not be done until after he had established 
himselfin business. Curtiss was a student at 
that time and his course of studies 
lacked several months of completion. In the 
winter of 1885 he went to Philadelphia, taking 
his wife with him, and entered college there, 


Mrs. Curtiss furnished him with money to the 
amount of $500 during this time, her husband 
saying he would repay her when hecame to 
Syracuse and began practice. He had re- 
peatedly promised, the plaintiff alleges, that 
when he had settled permanently he would 
send for her and 
ACKNOWLEDGE HER AS HIS WIFE. 

After leaving Philadelphia he was frequently 
reminded of this agreement by Miss Wilsok’, 
who had returned to her home, but he kept 
putting her off for one reason or another till at 


last she became auspicious that he did not in - 
tend to make good his word. This suspicion 
became a certainty when she learned that he 
held relations of lover to a Miss Richmond. 
During Curtiss’ residence at Philadelphia Miss 
Richmond was a teacher in Darlington Sem- 
inary at Westchester. The plaintiffis in posses- 
sion of letters which show that Miss Richmond 
was aware of the u man's marriage, and 
that she 4 — eeply with him in his 
union with a woman he did not love. From 
thetime when his infatuation for Miss Rich- 
mond began, Curtiss, it is said, has used 
every means to rid himself of his wife. This 
has not prevented him, however, ee 
her story, from frequently renewing bis 
promises to make their marriage public. He 
even went so far, it is alleged, as to ona 
day in March last when he would goto her 
bome in Oxford and bring her back to this city 
and live with her. The appointed time came 
and passed and the promises remained unful- 
filled. Weary at last waiting for him, Miss 
Wilson came to this city and called on Cur- 
tiss. He refused to treat with her, she says, 
and abused her soundly for 
COMING HERE TO TROUBLE HIM. 

Miss Wilson has been joined here by her 
mother, Mrs. Wiison, whois a widow and a 
woman of weaith. Several interviews were 
had with Ourtiss after her arrival. He was 
told that all Mies Wilson wanted was recogni 
tion as his wife; that she did not care to live 
with him, and that she would cease to trouble 
him in any way if he would only do her the 
1 to say to the world that she had been 
egally married to him. Curtiss refused this, 
but offered to aidthe young woman in getting 
adivorce. This offer Miss Wilson spurned, 
and finding all further efforts futile, she 
brought suit for separation. He took his ar- 
rest cooily, and meeting Mr. Ba dwin, one of 
his wife’s attorneys, soon after he had been 
taken into custody said, Lou have managed 
this thing pretty well; so well, in fact, that 1 
think I ought to buy the beer. Curtiss is one 
of the best-known men in town. His claim 
with reference to the charges is that he mar- 
ried her with the understanding that they 
were not to live together as man and wife,

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


A Colored Woman, Assisted by Her Brother, 
Murders Her Husband. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., May 28.—Details of a re- 
markable case of murder in the Parish of 
Catahoyla in North Louisiana, havo just been 
received. On Thursday last, acolored man 
named Kilpatrick, formerly of Alexandria, re- 
siding upon the small farm of Ben Lee, (col- 
oredy and married to Rosetta, one of his 
daughters, was murdered by his wife. On thé 


morning of the murder, the couple had a quar- 
rel and the wife threatened to kill Kilpatrick, 
following him to Troyville and back home. 
He was sitting atthe table eating his dinner 
when she slipped up behind him and drew a 
razor across his throat and then picked up a 
club and beat him unmercifully, death follow- 
ing in afew moments. She claimed that it was 
a case of suicide, but the appearances at the 
scene of the murder proved to the contrary. 
The table was bespattered with blood, as 
was the other furniture in the room, showing 
that the unfortunate man made a desperate 
struggle for his life. The club had 
blood and particles of hair clinging to it. The 
murderess inten‘ted burying her victim with- 
out saying a word, butacolored man comin 
along saw what was going on and reporte 
the facts to the Justice of tne Peace of the 
ward. Upon being arrested Rosetta made a 
confession implicating her brother, Bill Lee. 
She says Bill approached Kilpatrick while 
seated at the dinner table and dealt 
him a powerful blow upon the 
bead with a heavy club, while she 
used the razor and cut his throat. 

One 
memder is now in the penitentiary for life, and 
another is serving his secondterm.

NEw Tonk, May 28.—Lewis H. Lent, for fifty 
yearsa showman, died suddenly Thursday 
evening at his residence, 246 Lexington av- 
enue, inthe 74th year of his age, leaving a 
widow, one son, L. B. Lent, and a daughter. 
The funeral will take place from the house at 
8:80 o'clock to-morrow morning, and inter- 
ment will be in the family vault at Somers, 


Westchester County, the town in which 
he was born. Mr. Lent was very stout, weigh- 
ing over 800 pounds, but enjoyed good health, 
save that he was for years afflicted with a 
cough and labored respiration. He began his 
career in the show business when anly 19 
yearsold. His father, Benj. Lent, was the 
original owner of Bett, which it is said was 
the first elephant exhibited in America. He 
heard of the arrival of the elephant in New 
York when at church one Sunday, and went 
straight away to New York, bought the wonder 
and took it home. A stock company was im- 
mediately formed among the neighbors to 
boom the elephant. Trick horses were then 
bought, and what was then the ‘‘greatest 
show on earth’’ created a furor of snthusiasm 
and made considerable money for the pro- 


prietors. 
BENJ. LENT BOUGHT 

an interest for hisson inthe circus of Brown 
& Fogg, with whom he remained two seasons. 
Other shows were consolidated with it under 
the title of the Zoological Institute, but the 
concern resulted in a fizzle before two seasons 
more had passed. Then young Lent formed 
the firm of Sands & Lentand exhibited in this 
country andin England. Mr. Lent was part- 
ner in the original hippodrome known as 
Franconi’s Hippodrome, which about thirty- 
four years ago was located on the site now 
occupied by the Fifth Aveaue Hotel.

Mr. Lent was later a partner in Barnum’s 
traveling show, afterward formed a partner- 
ship with Gen. Rufus Welch of Philadelphia, 
where they ran Welch & Lent’s National Circus 
and Amphitheater. Also concerned in another 
theater and circus in the Quaker city, where 
„horse dramas’’ were produced, such as 
Herne, the Hunter, the Cataract of the 
Ganges, the Bronze Horse’’ and ‘‘Put- 
nam’s Ride.“ When the war began Mr. Lent 
and Mr. Christy went to the West Indies with 
the National Circus, and exhibited there two 
seasons. On his return to New York he took 
Wallack’s old theater, and ran it as a circus. 
He afterwards bought the Hippotheatron, a 
circus in Fourteenth street. It was success- 
fully run by Mr. Lent till August, 1872, when 
he sold out to Barnum, and then went n the 
road with the traveling New York Cir In 
1873 Lent ran acircus and menage... the 
Madison Square Garden. He accnmulated and 
lost fortunes, but died a rich mag.

Swinging Round the Circle—A Fleet of 
Thirty-Six Steamboats Brings Him From 
Alton to the City—Parade, Receptions 
and Banquet — The President Makes 


Seven Speeches in Ofie Day—Gen. Grant, 
Admiral Farragut and Secretary Seward 
Share in the Ovation. 


President Cleveland and wife will be in 8t. 
Louis in September. That is settled. The 
committee which returned yesterday from 
Washington brought positive assurances to 
that effect. It is one thing to invite a Presi- 
dent and another thinę to take care of him 
when he comes. However, only snap, vigor 
and enterprise were necessary to effect the 
success of the first, and a reasonable amount 
of snap, vigor and originality will 
be needed to make arrangements for 
the comfort and honor of the guest when 
he arrives, 8t. Louls is somewhat different 
from the town Gen. Lafayétte visited in 1825, 
and can attend to these little affairsin a proper 
style. Itis said when the famous Frenchman 
came he was entertained at the expense of the 
city, the Aldermen voting the funds, with the 
understanding that if the public cried out 
against the expenditure, they would return 
the money to the Treasury out of their 
own pockets, But no objection was ever made 
against this course, which took from the tax- 
payers just $37. A few. more dollars were 
needed some years later to entertain a Vice- 
President of the United States, Martin Van 
Buren, who stopped at the wharf for a short 
time in 1838. Milliard Fillmore’s draft upon 
the public purse and interest was very light 
when, in 1854, having the year before retired 
from the Presidency, he traveled through the 
South‘and West, stopping at this outpost of civ- 
ilization on the tour. The eity, however, never 
had a tull grown opportunity of showing what 
it could do toward entertaining a public man 
until Andrew Johnson swung in on it while 

‘‘SWINGING "ROUND THE CIRCLE.’’ 
He was the first President of the United States 
to come to St. Louis during the time he occu- 
pied that high sition. Grover Cleveland 
will be the second. And when Johnson came 
he was given areception worthy of the city 
and the President. It was in the fall of 1866 
this, the greatest event of the sort in 
the history of St. Lonis, occurred. On 
August 28 the President, Secretary Seward, 

-ostmaster-General Randal, Secretary Welles, 
Gen. Grant, Admiral Farragnt, Maj.-Gen. Dix 
and Senor Romero, Mexican Minister, left 
Washington for Chicago to attend the unvell- 
ing ot a monument to Stephen A. Douglas. 
He reached New York the following day, 
Albany the goth, Syracuse the 8lst and Buf- 
falo September 3. At the latter place he 
was met by an invitation from citizens of 
St. Louis who wished the privilege of enter- 
taining him as long as he could remain in 
their city. Gen. Grant inflnenced the Presi- 
dent’s decision W and a reply was 
sent by wire that the President and, party 
would be in St. Louts on Saturday, September 
7. President E. O. Stanard on September 4 
called a meeting on Change to consider what 
should be done for the President's entertain- 
ment. A resolution was adopted anghorizing 
the appointment of a committee, which was 
formed as follows:

All 
the rooms on that floor fronting on Washing- 
1 were secured for the President 
party. 

On the Sth a meeting of steamboatmen was 
called to meet at the office of M. S. Mepham, 
at 2:30 p. m., September 6, to arrange for a 
fleet of steamboats to go to Alton for the 
President.

CITY FINANCES. 


The Comptroller’s Report of the Income and 
Expenditures. 


In his annual report to the Municipal Assem- 
bly submitted last night Comptroller Camp- 
bell shows the financial condition of the city 
as follows: The bonded debt @f the city at 
the close of the fiscal year was $22,106,000, 
showing a reduction of $837,000 for the year. 
Pursuant to ordinance, the Mayor and myself 
purchased and canceled, during the fiscal year 
1886-87, bonds amounting to $702,000. Of this 


amount $496,000 were bonds maturing during 
the fiscal year, and $206,000 were bonds matur- 
ing during the fiscal year 1887-88. The Board 
of Fund Commissioners purchased and can- 
celed a renewal bond of $135,000. The bonds 
maturing during the fiscal year amounted to 
$821,000. Of this amount $496,000 of bonds were 
purchased by the Mayor and Comptroller, as 
stated abové, $135,000 were paid out of the pro- 
ceeds of the renewal bond sold to the Board of 
Fund Commissioners, and the remainining 
$190,000 were paid from amount advanced from 
the treasury out of money belonging to other 
funds and not needed for the time being. This 
advance will be covered into the treasury 
during the fiscal year either by proceeds of re- 
newal bonds when sold, or by appropriation 
from surplus revenue of the year applicable 
for the payment of bonds. 

The balance in the treasury at the cloge of 
the fiscal year was $1,422,@7.64. To this is to 
be udded the amounts advanced for payment 
of bonds ($190,000) and damages in street open- 
ings ($82,749.61), making the resources of the 
treasury at the close of the fiscal year $1,694, - 
787.2%. Of this amount $810,897.22 is appro- 
priated for specified purposes and $873,890.03 
remains unappropriated. The unappropriated 
balance belongs to the several revenue funds 
as follows: Interest and public debt revenue, 
$114,187.77; municipal revenue, $132,377.99; 
W ater-works enue, , 784.46; arbo 
fund, $22,589.81 al, $873,890.03. 

During the coming year there will be a sur-

006.58, which will be just sufficiént to pay the 
expenses of the Municipal Governmert. The 
Comptroller’s views and recommendations 
are given as follows: . 

The rate of taxation is as high as the lim- 
itation of law permits, and our license sys- 
tem can not be made to yieid much more. 
It is apparent, therefore, that if an 
large item of expenditure is to be adie 
to our annual «charges the means 
therefor must be provided by a reduction in 
the service as now established. My recom- 
mendations for appropriations are for the 
maintenance of government, the necessary 
improvements, the amount required for an in- 
crease in the police force, one additional en- 
gine-house,and additional quarters for paupers 
at the Poor-house. An appropriation for the 
latter object was made last year, but no ordi- 
nance having been passed on the execution of 
the work it was converted back into the rev- 
enue. 

He also submits statements of the incomes 
from the Harbor and Wharf, and Water De- 
partments and the rehewal of the city bonds.

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A Sensational Story That Seems to Have

A story with a sensational flavor is out about 
Corkhill, the Cincinnati player, and President 
Byrne of Brooklyn.

Something of the Histery of the English 
Derby Winner. 

Speaking of the winners in the English Der- 

by, Merry Hampton and the Baron, the WORLD 


says: Mr. Abington’s ‘‘green and plum cap’’ 


first appeared as a registered racing-color in 


the Racing Calender of 1884, although he had 


previously raced and for some reason had 


fallen under the censure of the Jockey Club. 


But on being reinstated he set out with a de- 


termination, aided’ with an income of some- 


thing like £100,000 a year, to capture the high- 
est honors on the turf, and he began with win- 
ning the Oaks that year with Busybody. In
